Summary of Aetus from the Far East. 


JAPAN. 

Our advices from the Japan ports by the present mail are of 
no later date than those received by Pacific mail on the 31st ult., 
and published in our last issue. The steamer Altona arrived 
at San Francisco on the 24th ult., bringing Yokohama advices to 
the 3rd August. The subjoined summary of news has been 
telegraphed to the New York press :— 

From private sources we learn that the Formosa expedition 
had been entirely successful, and that a Japanese Embassy had 
been sent from Tokio to Peking. This embassy was accompanied 
by General Legendre. Outside of Yokohama and the English 
press the general feeling is that it will be a success in amicably 
settling all matters between the two Governments. 

N oaning further has transpired with respect to the revision of 
the treaties or the opening of the interior. Meanwhile the 
greatest strictness is observed in granting passes to persons de- 
sirous of travelling beyond the Treaty limits, although many 
foreigners in the Government employ have obtained them. 

During the month of July and the early part of the present 
month rain fell so abundantly throughout the whole country as 
to cause serious inundations and land-slips. From every direc- 
tion information reaches the Government of damage to property 
and loss of life from these causes. 

There has been talk of the Mikadc formally and ceremoniously 
opening the telegraph system, which, although now in operation 
for some years, has not yet been so honoured. It was spoken of 
as his Majesty’s wish that some such opening should take place 
a long time ago, but constant interruption on the main line 
between Yokohama and Nagasaki has interfered with it.

TIENTSIN. 

The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as fol- 
lows :— 

M. Geoffroy, the Minister for France, here, en route 
for Cheefoo, on the 3rd July. It is said the Minister has been 
engaged for some weeks past discussing with Prince Kung the 
demands recently made by the Peking Government for indem- 
nity for the Chinese who lost their lives in the riot on the French 
Concession, in Shanghai, in May. It has not been announced 
that this indemnity will be paid. Judged me the “pile” 
claimed it is not difficult to suppose that perhaps Prince Kung 
has happily bethought himself to include in this indemnity 
something by way of “indirect damages” against France and 
Great Britain, for the zrdignity put upon the sacred person of 
the Emperor at China New Yar, by Messrs. Wade and Geoffroy, 
in their attempt at an “audience ” to offer their congratulations 
at the foot of the throne. 

“The war in Formosa ” is the absorbing topic in official cireles 
here. There is little doubt that Li Hung-chang is in favour of 
snuffing out the Japanese in Formosa, even if it takes telegraphs, 
iron , and a few foreign appliances of various kinds tv accom- 
plish it. TheViceroy’s recommendations wili be certain to shape 
the course of action taken by China in the Formosan difficulty. 


He is unquestionably the “ power behind the throne.” 
§ 
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There has been a “labour strike” amongst the.goelie8 who 
were employed to dig the canal which is being’constrt from 
Tientsin to Peitang. These poor creatures, after enduring the 
miseries of a three years’ flood, weré fakejt in and done for by a 
fostering and paternal Government some months ago. As they 
haye been starving by inches for two years past, it was not 
declited prudent to give them access to too mnch “high Tiving” 
all of a sudden, so they were employed by their humane Go- 
verniment at five candareens per day, out of which they feed and 
@lothe themselves, and support, in most instances, a wife arid a 
host of children. It was the intention of their wise and humane 
employers to raise their wages by degrees, and in this way save 
them and their families from the ill effects of an overfeed. Bat 
alas ! poor ignorant creatures, they could not see it, and so they 
struck, 4,000 of them, all on oneday. The petty mandarins who 
had charge of the workmen, and who are held responsible for 
everything, after the Chinese fashion, have all bolted ; so there 
isa fair prospect for some of your Shanghai merchants to selba 
dredger for that canal soon. 

Our rainy season has come early this year, and judging by the 
appearance of the Peiho at present, we will have to begin with 
the old story of “the flood” pretty soon again, just as we have 
been doing for three years past. Speaking of the floods, we are 
beginning to feel the bad effects of so much water on the plains 
which surround ushere. A large portion of the foreign residents 
are sick—some of them seriously—with malarial and intermitfent 
fevers, and kindred affections. 

The markets here are dull, but there is a brisk demand for 
fronclads amongst Chinese purchasers, Li Hung-chang, it is 
understood, has recommended the Peking Goverfiment to 

urchase, at once, two or more first class ironclad men-of-war. 
The eager inquiries now being made for this class of naval ar- 
chitecture by the Viceroy’s own underlings, seem to imply that 
the Government have sanctioned his recommendation. But 
unhappily ironclad vessels are not a drug in this market, and it 
.3 feared that it willbe some time before the Chinese are able 
to “ go marching through” Formosa. 

The sudden and unexpected, not to say very unwelcome, ap- 
pearance in the heavens of a fiery tailed comet has created 
great consternation here amongst all classes of Chinese. They 
iemark, as a singular and ominous fact, that the tail of this 
comet points toward Formosa ; while its head points in the 
opposite direction. This is regarded asa bad omen. A comet, 
at best, is regarded by the Chinese as a sure forerunner of some 
evil to the Empire. They speak of the one which preceded the 
invasion of this province by the allied armies in 1860; and now 
that this one has put in its appearance, like an evil spirit, just 
as the gathering cloud of war begins to thicken over Formosa, 
no one seems to doubt that it portends great affairs of state and 
“ moving accidents by flood and field.” 








CHEFOO. 
On the 9th July the Rev. Dr. Nevins delivered a lecture at 
the hall of the Temperance Association at this port, on “Thirteen 
Years Reminiscences in Shantung.” 


The lecturer spoke of the intense excitement caused in this province 
by a visit of a U.S. man-of-war during the first foreign war with China. 
Multitudes fled to the city of Tungchow, on the sea coast, for safety. 
When the vessel came in sight their hearts failed them, and great num- 
bers fled again into the interior. When the lecturer came to this pro- 
vince in 1861 there were no steamers on the coast, and the place where 
the foreign settlement now stands was cultivated ground. A vivid 
description was given of the rebellion in this province the same year, 
when Revs. Messrs. Holmes and Parker lost their lives, thousands of 
towns and villages were burnt, and a vast number of people lost their 
lives. A great multitude fled to a temple built on a hill in the southern 
part of Shantung, to seek the protection of a god who was reported to 

ave great power. Almost the entire company were massacred. After 
this, the people built walls round many towns end villages, and on the 
tops of high hills, which proved very serviceable at the time of the 
sevond raid, a few years later. The following year great numbers were 
carried off by cholera. A number of the foreigners also lost their lives. 

Reference was made to the great excitement at the time of the 
Tientsin maseacre, and the results which have followed. Foreigners 
are now much better known than they were before. The rumours 
which 80 excited the people were found to be so false that it would be 
difficult again to cause such a deep feeling throughout the country. At 
that time the people seemed prepared for anything, and if an able 
leader had risen, a general attempt might have been made to exter- 
minate foreigners. When it is remembered that the people have no 
confidence and faith in each other, it is not surprising that they were 
suspicious of foreigners, and ready to believe the worst possible stories 
concerning them. 

The conciliatory policy of the Western nations bas done much to 
create a better feeling. The official class, the merchants, the customs 
service so efficiently and faithfully administered, and the missionary, 
each, in its own way, is doing much to educate the people, dispel pre- 
judice, and awaken the mind and energy of the Chinese. When the 
lecturer first travelled through this province he often did not feel safe 
in entering a town and putting up at an inn until he had first remained 
some time, often several hours, outside, that the people might satisfy 
their curiosity, and have their fears and prejudices somewhat allayed. 
Now, in all parts of the province, foreigners are known and generally 
well treated. Many books have been circulated and read,and inquiries are 
constantly made for new books. The Chinese periodical published at 
Shanghai is fust gaining friends, and doing a good work. All foreigners 
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ate dnxiong to sec great changes take place in their time. From year 
to Year progress seems slow, but it is plain that there has been un- 
doubted progress; and probably as great as could be reasonably expected, 
The Rev. Mr. Hartwell gave some interesting reminiscences of 
his experiences at ea seae He was the first foreigner who 
settled at that place. The President, in a few closi malig, 
said he thought all classes were contributing to 
cause of truth and civilisation in Chiita, but Re was 
the missionaries stood second to no other. They were 
pioneers, and got more direct access to the people @Wan-any 
other The meeting closed with a vqte of thanks té*the 
ecturer. . :

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 19th 
July.; no later mail from London had arrived out, but the French 
mail of 5th June was expected the day this mail left. The fol- 
lowing summary of news is from the North China Herald :— 

The regular fleet of coasting steamers has just received an 
addition in the Arratoon Apcar, of 959 tons, 140-horse power, 
originally one of the Apcar line of opium vessels eine be- 
tween Hong Kong and Calcutta. The Arratoon A pcar was built 
at Renfrew, on the Clyde, in 1859, and up till within about two 
years ago was very successful in the trade for which she was in- 
tended. Subsequently, she was laid up for about eighteen 
months, until taken over by Messrs. Watts, Millburn, and Co., 
of London, by whom she was sent to Shields to be thoroughly 
overhauled and fitted with various improvements, in order to 
render her suitable for the trade she is now engaged in. Pre- 
vious to her late overhaul in the latter end of 1873, she had two 
funnels and three masts, which have given place to one of the 
former and two of the latter. Her engines haye been much im- 
proved, and among the additions are two donkey engines—one 
fore and one aft. The present is her first trip to Shanghai, and 
she is, we understand, to ply permanently between the coast 


rts. 

Pethe captain of the Arratoon Apear, to investigate charges 
of drunkenness and incapacity brought against him by his officers 
and engineers while he was prosecuting the latter on charges of 
insubordination in H.B.M. Police Court, applied fora Naval 
Court of Enquiry. The Court sat at the British Consulate, and the 
enquiry resulted in the suspension of Captain Montgomery's 
certificate for six months, pending the action of the Board of 
Trade, the Court expressing an opinion that he is unfit for the 
responsibility of command. Charles, the chief mate, is censured 
for not going further than he actually did ; Taggart, the second 
mate, is exonerated, and the chief and second engineers are found 
to be addicted to insobriety, such as to render them unsafe per- 
sons to be in charge of important functions, This appears to be 
the only decision the Court could have come to upon the evidence 
before it, and the judgment should exercise a salutary influence 
which will not be confined to those immediately affected by it. 
Mr. Emil Schultze, first officer of the China, has been appointed 
to the command of the steamer. : 

The steamer Dragon, which left Shanghai on the 12th July, 
for Chefoo and Newchwang, was obliged to put back when about 
seventy miles off Shaweishan, in consequence of some defect 
betraying itself inher machinery. Thesame Company’s steamer 
Haining having met the Dragon, assisted her till the entrance to 
the river was reached, when, being only parially disabled, she 
came up to Shanghai by herself. After effecting the necessary 
repairs, the Dragon wit, it is ‘said, resume her place on the 
Foochow line. mn 

Whatever the issue may be of the present negotiation upon the 
Formosan question, the officials in charge of the Shanghai Arsenal 
are evidently more than ordinarily anxious about their arma- 
ments and the probabilities of war. Unusual activity pera 
in the ordnance department at Kaou-chang-meaou. For the 
past three months geheral work has been suspended, and all 
efforts concentrated on the production of shot and shell for the 
heavy rifled ordnance lately arrived from Europe, and which is 
to replace the old smooth-bores. The Wi-ning (No. 4) has been 
undergoing an overhaul, out in the stream opposite the A 
the dock being oecupied by No. 6 (frigate), the vessel launch 
some few months ago, and sister ship to No. 5, launched in 1872 
The Ni-ning is having her forecastle decks deuble to 
accommodatea 60-pounder Krupp rifed pivot gun, and aft, for the 
reception of a 40-pounder of the same class ; besides which she 
will have one 20-pounder Blakeley on the forecastle, and 
four 4-poundet Blakeley broadside rifled guns. All the ofher 
veasels built at the Arsenal are being similarly armed. Work 
in the iron-clad factory shed erected lately will be 
so soon as orders have been receivéd. The large marine engl 
factory has been spprepriaied to the manufacture of the 40 and 
20-pounder shot and shell for the Krupp and Blakeley gut, of 
which 125 and 80 respectively dre being turned out daily, ready 
for charging. In the small arms department, the manufactare 
of time has is going on apace; and the powder mills at Loong- 
wha are producing about 1,800, lbs. of powder per week. wt 
already remarked, “No. 6 ” (frigate) is still in dock, and fi 
equipment, it is said, will be completed in about two mov! 
thus raising the naval force sent out by the Kaouchang-meaou 
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Arsenal to six vessels, and the total of guns to sixty-six. In 
connection with these preparations we may mention that at the 
present time the crews of the several Shangkai vessels are being 
drafte;| for a period of gun practice at Woosung, on board the 
“Né_3” (frigate), under the instruction of a Prussian officer sent 
out from europe Py Krupp. The results of the practice are said 
to be very creditable. 

The accounts of the late torpedo experiments at Loong-wha 
have been somewhat contradictory, but from what we have since 
learned we are inclined to adhere to our former statement, that 
the results achieved were not up to expectation. We understand 
that several of the foreigners employed at the Arsenal were called 
on to give their attention to the production of a torpedo from an 
American design—which was said to have been found very etfec- 
tive during the late American war; but, whatever the reason, 
the result was not a success. Whether or not it was the case 
that none of the foreign staff were inclined to fire the trial elec- 
tric torpedo, it is a fact creditable to the students of the college 
at the Arsenal that one of their number was called on to arrange 
the connection and work the battery on the occasion of the

e Chinese gunboat Feiyuen, Captain Ping, arrived on the 
ilth July, from Formosa, under orders to proceed from Taiwan- 
foo to Tientsin. She left Taiwan on the 6th, and Keelung on 


the 8th July, and it is understood carries despatches from the 
Imperial Commissioner, Shen Pao-chen, for the Chinese Govern- 
ment. These were entrusted to a Japanese officer and interpreter, 
Hidaka and Ikada, from the Japanese headquarters at Liangkiau. 
The savages having retired out of reach, all was quiet. The 
number of Japanese troops disembarked is given at 5,000, and 
their camps are scattered all over the south end of the island. 
The Japanese gunboats had all left Formosa, and the impression 
weemttd to be that the Japanese would retire when the return of 
their ships enabled them to do so, but that they expect compen- 
sation for givmg up the expedition. A war with China is looked 
upon as nd improbable. The Feiyuen, which left for Tientsin 
on the 18th July, is a trim vessel of about 600 tons and 120-horse 
power, and has a crew of 130 men. Her armament consists of 
six 40-pounder breechloading rifled gans,and one 113-pounder 
Armstrong.

. Oar advices by the present mail extend to the 25th July’; the 
P. and O. mail from London June 12 was received on the 21st 
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July. We take the following {items of news from the Daily 
Press :-— 

The ordinary meeting of the shareholders of the Hong Kon; 
Hotel Company (Limited) was held at the Hotel on the 22n 
July; there were present :—Messrs. Andre (Chairman), Belilios, 
H. Cohen, W. R. Landstein, S. E. Burrows, H. Smith, Vaucher, 
J. B. Smith, G. Sharp, Rozario, and E. Baker (Secretary). The 
Secretary having read the notice calling the meeting, the 
Chairman said that as the re had been in the hands of the 
shareholders for some days he did not think it was necessary for 
him to read it, and the different items it contained spoke for 
themselves. He was glad to say that the Company was pro- 
gressing favourably. The new lease extended for four years 
more, and if no unforeseen circumstance occurred, they should be 
able to continue the same dividend as at present, at the same 
time reducing the loan account. The new building adjacent to 
the hotel was now completed, and formed a valuable addition to 
the property ; all the furniture had been re-painted, and the 
directors had carefully examined it and found it in the best order. 

The report was then adopted. 

Mr. Belilios proposed, and Mr. Wauchier seconded the confir- 
mation of Messrs. S. E. Burrows and W. R. Landstein as di- 
rectors, which was agreed to. Mr. J. B. Smith proposed the 
re-election of Messrs. Belilios and Chater as directors ; Mr. H. 
Smith seconded, and it was agreed to. Mr. G. Sharp proposed, 
and Mr. Landstein seconded the election of Messrs. Factor 
and Cohen as auditors, and it was carried. 

The Chairman said there was one other matter he wished to 
refer to, and that was in regard to the fire insurance on the 
building. The directors, of course, always took good care that 
the premises and furniture were fully insured. At the same 
time they deemed it advisable to alter the amount sometimes, 
either by increasing it or decreasing it. He should like to have 
a motion passed at this meeting, leaving it to the directora alone 
to fix the amount. . " 

Mr. J. B. Smith proposed that it be left to the discretion of 
the directors to fix the amount of fire insurance ; Mr. Cohen 
seconded, and it was agreed to. 

A vote of thanks having been accorded to the chairman on the 
motion of Mr. J. B. Smith, the meeting terminated. 

Inthe Supreme Court, before the Hon. Chicf Justice Smale 
and Mr. Justice Snowdon, the case of Kresser and others v. 
Jardine and others was heard. Mr. Hayilar, Q.C., instructed by 
Messrs. Stephens and Holmes, was for plaintiffs; and the At- 
torney-General (Mr. Bramston), instructed by Messrs. Caldwell 
and Brereton, was for defendants. 

Mr. Hayllar said this was acase in which one gentleman 
rendered another valuable service, and their statements differed 
on a very important matter. The recollection of Mr. John Dent, 
who conducted the negotiation on behalf of the firm of Messrs, 
John Dent and Co., was very distinct in one way, and that of 
Mr, James Whittall (of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.) 
was very distinct in another. Plaintiff now sought to obtain 
from the Court a declaration of how the matter actually stood. 
The intention of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co. was 
to give assistance at a critical time, but it was not their 
intention to incur loss. The only question was whether such 
legal steps were taken at that time as did protect them from 
losses. Messrs. Dent and Go, were a very large firm in China, 
and had traded there for half a century or more. Towards the 
end of 1867 their position became extremely critical, and at that 
time it appeared from Mr. Dent’s own evidence, which had been 
taken before the Commissioner at Shanghai, Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson and Co. came forward and offered them assistance to 
tide them over. Between £90,000 and £100,000 were advanced, 
and the security was to be, according to Mr. Whittall, all the 
property of the firm (with the exception of that in Hong Kong 
and the steamer Yesso ), including the particular subject of this 
suit, but according to Mr. Dent's recollection this particular 
‘was not included. The learned counsel then went on to explain 
that the property in question was the shares and dividends in the 
Canton Insurance office, of which Dent and Co. were general mana- 
gers, and shares ih the Triton Insurance Company, for which they 
were generalagents, the head office beingatCalcutta. Dent andCo. 
were holders of certain shares in both these companies. The 
learned counsel read Mr. Dent’s evidence, and it stated that the 
shares in the Canton office were not transferred as security to 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Company. He said that if Mr. 
Whittall’s recollection of the matter was more accurate than Mr. 
Dent’s, then the question was decided at once. But if, on the 
other hand, there should be a balance of doubt upon the matter, 
then it seemed to him it must resolve itself into one of mutual 
credit, as though these shares had never been assigned at all. 
The question really was whether as between these parties, who 
were really joint partners, there was such a credit or such a deal- 
ing evi them at the time as must necessarily have terminated 
in a debt. 

The Chief Justice asked if Mr. Dent was to be called. : 

Mr. Hayllar said there would be some difficulty in getting 
him to attend. . 

The Chief Justice thought it would be necessary to have him 
in Court, but after some conversation it was agreed that the case 
should proceed.

The Attorney-General then submitted that the defendants had 
a richt to obtain the money entirely apart from any agreements 
between the members of the firms. 

The Hon. J. Whittall was then called as a witness, and the 
Attorney-General afterwards urged that, by the evidence, there 
was an agreement, and that defendants were entitled by common 
law, apart from the mutual credit clause, to set off one debt 
against the other. . :

- The P.M.S.S. Company's steamship Japan has returned from 
Aberdeen Docka where she had been to be recoppered.

The colony may certainly be congratulated upon the activity 
which the Surveyor-General is showing in repairing the streets.

Jervois-street—one of the most important thoroughfares in the 
native portion of the town—being that in which the large piece- 
goods dealers all reside—has been long in a most dilapidated 
condition, and we are glad to notice that the road is being 
thoroughly repaired. There seems, however, to be an oversight 
as far as can be judged by the work as it at present stands. The 
road is raised about a foot above the level of the footway, and in 
the event of heavy rain the water must of necessity run into the 
shops, as it cannot get to the gutter. A centre gutter in the 
footway would obviate the difficulty. We are told that the 
Chinese intend sending in a petition on the subject, but as the 
defect is obvious, this will probably be unnecessary. 

Advices from Tamsui state that a severe typhoon occurred 
there on the 18th July. Foreign property and jetties on the 

shore have been much damaged. The tea-firing establishments 
have, however, escaped. Lieut. Gardner aud six sailors of 
H.M.S. Kestre!, who were engaged at the wreck of the Laptek, 
and Mr. Greig, of Dodd and Co., have been drowned.

BANGKOK. 

On the 14th of July the Councillors of State met and took 
each his oath of office, as provided for by the laws which have 
been recently established to govern their rules of action. 

The details of the ceremony were as follows :—Ten of the 
most prominent Buddhist priests assembled, rehearsed their in- 
cantations, read the imprecations, and the Royal sword was 
dipped into the consecrated water. This done his Majesty ap- 

ared upon his throne, when each of the Councillors rose, read 
the oath, and drank of the water, pledging fidelity and loyalty ; 
his Majesty then gave to each successively in order the commis- 
sion of appointment. 

After the administration of the oath of office and the distri- 
bution of diplomas to the Councillors of State, H.M. addressed 
them substantially as follows :—“ Gentlemen, Councillors of 
State, your assembling and pledging yourself by your oath of 
office this day has in view the progressive prosperity of our 
country. This is the first time that servants of the Government 
have pledged themselves by an oath like the present ; therefore, 
we confidently expect for the future of our common country 
progressive prosperity, and that the Sovereign, the Government, 
officials, and the entire people will be bound together by un- 
flagging fidelity. We entreat you all Seriaciously to preserve 
your fidelity and act, think, and help to your utmost capacity 
as may be proper from all who are faithful. We entreat the 
power which is, or he who may be supreme in the universe, and 
the celestial beings, to preserve you, give you every prosperity, 
enable you to perform your official duties praise-worthily, 
supply you with abundance and bless you with righteousness and 
flourishing families. 

P'ra-p'irendr-t’ape, who was sent to Tabk, on arriving at that 
province was received by the Government officials, and assisted 
to pursue his journey to the Laosian provinces connected with 
Chiengmai. All along the route the Siamese and Laosian officials 
rendered him every assistance in his journey and work.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 3rd 
Aug. ; no later mail from London than June 19 had been received. 
The following summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 

The rental of the new Clyde Terrace market was sold at 
pablie auction on the 13th inst., for five and a half months, to a 

binaman, for $370 per month. The farmer took possession on 
the 15th inst., and leases the stalls out daily, but has, we under- 
stand, so far not succeeded in obtaining sufficient stall-renters to 
cover his expenses, his income from the market amounting to 
only a little more than half what he has to pay for it. The 
market building is very pretty, the framework and roof being 
of iron, and the flooring a casing of granite, filled in with con- 
crete, and covered with prepared asphalte, The meat-stands are 
iron frames, covered with black slate. There should be no diffi- 


culty in keeping the market clean, being perfectly open, havi 
no ‘rood work about it, the floori ‘ being high, and ad well- 
made drain running all round the building. When the new 


fish-market is constructed and farmed together with this, it is 
anticipated they will yield a revenue of about $700 per month. 
The removal of the. General Post-office from its old to its pre- 
sent locality was a step in the right direction, which commends 
itself at once to everybody's common sense, and there are two 
other departments of Government whose transfer to Fort Fuller- 
ton is equally, if not more, desirable, and would be in accordance 
with the fitness of things, being departments which are in con- 
stant daily and hourly communication with the mercantile por- 
tion of the community, and which therefore ought to be in as 
close proximity with the square as possible. These departments 
are the Import and Export-office and Shipping-office. In a 
this suggestion and urging it upon Government there are sev! 
considerations which we think oualit to be taken into account 
before any step is taken in the matter. In the first place, the 
accommodation provided in the new building for the Boat-ofice 
may be all that is necessary and. complete for that department, 
but in making it only of one storey it cannot be denied tha there 
has been lamentable waste of valuable space on the part of G0- 
vernment, where the ground, limited as it is, ought to have been 
utilised with careful economy. In the second place, if the de

H.M.S. Audacious, which has been commissioned at Copan 
by Capt. Colomb, late of the Dryad, as ‘the flag abip of - 
Admiral Ryder, who hoisted his flag as Comm -in-Chief 
on the China station at Portsmouth on the lst inst, is an 
iron-clad of over 6,000 tons, and engines of 800-horse .power. 
She is divided into five water-tight compartments, and is fitted 
with a formidable prow at her stem. Her length is 280 feet, 
beam 54 feet, and the loaded draft 24 feet. Her armament con- 
sists of ten guns of twelve tons, and two 64-pounders at the 
bow and stern ; the armour platings are eight to six inches thick. 
The internal fittings are on a very complete scale for the climate. 
The main deck is ten feet high, fitted with large ports and 
scuttles ; the sick bay we believe to be unequalled in size or ven- 
tilation in Her Majesty’s fleet. The entire complement of the ves- 
sel will be 461 ofticersand men. We congratulate Admiral Ryder 
and the officers and men who have to gerve on the station on the 
selection made by the Admiralty of the Audacious, and the 
efficient manner of her fitting-out. It is expected that she will 
be ready for sea early in October, when Admiral Ryder will 
embark with his staff and proceed to their destination. The

Hambune, Avucusr 31. 

The Bank of Prussia has given notice that all bills brought to them 
for discount and falling due in 1875 must be drawn in the new cur- 
rency. According to the returns compiled to be laid before the Federal 
Council the thirty-four Banks of Iasue in Germany had on the 31st 
October, 1873, a paid-up capital of 130,833,000 thalera, and their notes 
in circulation were 441,500,000 ditto, of which only 298,300,000 were 
covered by bullion, coin, and securitics. 

The filial establishments at Hamburg and Bremen of the Deutsche 
Bank (Action Gesellshaft) have been so successful in their financial 
operetions this year, that in the term ending June 30th thcy hed 
made a clear profit of 9 per cent., or at the rate of 18 per cent. per 
annun, whilst the dividend of that bank last year was only 4 per cent. 
The value of the shares has not been given for some time past in this 
market, but now they are quoted in the official share list at 894 to 90 
per cent, 

The Berliner Volks-Zeitung of the 6th inst. publishes an article on 
Chinese coolie labour, chiefly with reference to Peru and Salangore ;

THE PRINCE OF KUNG’S DESPATCH ON THE 
WOOSUNG BAR QUESTION. 

NEVER in the whole course of our experience of Chinese 
diplomacy have we seen so plain-spoken a document as 
this. However much the excuses put forward in it may 
be ridiculed in the present days of progress, it is impossi- 
ble not to admire the definite and tangible terms uf the 
despatch, and we trust that on all questions which may 
arise in the future the reasons given by the Chinese autho- 
rities for the course they adopt will be equally explicit. 
The views entertained by the Southern Superintendent 
of Trade and the Prince of KuNG on the subject of treaty 
obligations are, to say the least of them, somewhat novel and 
curious. The former official, not over familiar in all pro- 
bability with the text of the treaties, seizes upon Article 
XX. of the British Treaty, which after all he quotes in- 
correctly, and points out that, although the Chinese are 
bound to come to the aid of British vessels which may be 
unlucky enough to get stranded on the coast, yet the article 
in question “says nothing about digging out the sand bars 
on which these vessels are stranded!” We should have 
been surprised if it had done so, and we think that Lord 
Etcin could hardly have contemplated the possibility of 
this article ever being employed in such a comical way, or, 
perhaps, he would have been still more exact in the lan- 
guage he used. Indeed, the notions of the Southern 
Superintendent of Trade on the subject of the article 
would scarcely be worth even this passing allusion but for 
the notable conclusion at which he arrives in consequence 
of his lucubrations. ‘It is plain enough,” he says in the 
rather lame translation before us, “that the only feasible 
‘“‘way to do is to build the ships to draw more or less 
‘“‘ water according as the entrance of the port is deep or 
“ shallow.” If we do not adopt the advice given us by 
this very enlightened official, our steamers and sailing 
vessels must be content to follow the example of the 
Chinese junks. They anchor, he tells us, when they come 
to a shallow spot, and the boatmen go to sleep on the 
ship’s bow, quietly waiting till the tide rises, when they 
sound the rattles and go on their course as they like. This 
is a method of proceeding which will naturally commend 
itself to the captains of our mail packets and trading 
steamers, to whum, of course, time is no object, and to 
whom a delay of a few hours cannot possibly cause any 
serious inconvenience. 

Turn we now to the Prince of Kune’s ideas of treaty 
obligations. His Imperial Highness, during his long tenure 
of office, has had occasion to make himself well acquainted 
with the text of the treaties and conventions with forei 
powers, and he is not so foolish as to blunder about the 
twentieth article of our treaty, which has no particular 
bearing on the question at issue. So, ignoring the non- 
s2nsical and crude view expressed by his subordinate, and 

roinpted, doubtless, by the hidden influences which teach 

im VATTEL, and instil into his mind some diluted and 
hazy ideas about International Law, he boldly pins his faith 
upon “ Art. 10 of the Trade Regulations, wherein the dis- 
“tribution of lights, buoys, beacons, and the like at all the 
“ ports and their maintenance are provided for out of the 
“ tonnage dues, but no mention is made of dredging the 
*‘ channels.” The Prince is literally correct ; no mention 
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| is made of dredging the channels ; but did he never arrive 
|at the true meaning and import of Art. 32 of the British 
Treaty, and of that portion of the tenth Trade Regulation 
which he quotes with such unction as a knock-down argu. 
ment? Did it never occur to him and his advisers that the 
obligation thus imposed upon the Chinese was the fgcili- 
tating of eg eae in every conceivable way ? Surely the 
clearing and deepening of the channels leading to such an 
important centre of commerce as Shanghai are n to 
facilitate navigation. What will be the use of lights, 
buoys, beacons, and the like, if the Chinese are to allow the 
approaches to the harbour to be blocked up? And why— 
as the Chinese authorities. are so anxious on this occasion, 
when they think it will serve their purpose, to keep to 
what appears to them to be the literal and proper interpre- 
tation of their treaty obligations—why, we ask, should we 
not maintain, and maintain successfully, that the dredging 
of channels és covered by the generalisation which we have 
placed in italics? In our own country, if an important 
harbour, or the entrance to it, shoals at all, we expect to 
see, and we do see, the dredging machine do its work with 
as much regularity as the lighthouse ; and why should it 
not be so in China? If Lord ELGin had ever conceived 
the possibility of the Chinese becoming such dolts, and so 
blind to their own interests as to refuse to keep the chan- 
nels to their ports free and clear for the navigation of 
foreign ships, from which they derive such enormous ad- 
vantages, we doubt not that he would have gone a little 
more into detail in the wording of Art. 32 of our Treaty, 
and that he would have specifically mentioned dredging 
machines and other necessary appliances for keeping the 
harbours of the open ports of China, as well as the 
proaches thereto, in a fit and proper state for use by feud 
of all sizes. How does the Prince of KUNG reconcile the 
position which he now takes up with Mr. WaADr’s despatch 
to Earl GRANVILLE, dated July 22nd, 1872, in which our 
Minister states that he finds on enquiry “ that Mr. Hart 
‘“‘ had been authorised by the [Tsung-li] yamén to expend 
“a considerable sum upon a orcas apparatus to be em- 
“ ployed specially at Woosung f’ Mr. Hart's position in 
this matter is to us quite inexplicable if what is stated by 
the North China Herald of June 27 be literally true, visz., 
that ‘ when pressed lately on the subject of dredging the 
“ Woosung Bar, the Tsung-li yamén quoted a despatch of 
“Mr. Hart's to the effect that they might as well throw 
“‘ money into the river as undertake that work.” 

We expressed our views on the subject of the tonnage 
dues several weeks ago, and we hope that our remarks on 
that occasion may have been translated for the benefit of 
the Chinese authorities, and that they will profit, by them. 
We are still of opinion that a portion of this fund ought 
to be employed for such purposes as dredging bars and 
harbours, for if the tonnage dues are not to be employed 
for such and similar purposes it is high time that they were 
materially reduced, if not altogether abolished. y is 
it that the Chinese are so hopelessly, so idiotically obstruc- 
tive in such matters as these? They admit now in the 
most unequivocal terms the obligations they are under to 
provide and maintain lights, buoys, and beacons, but any 
one whose experience of the country dates from but a few 
years back will remember the trouble there was to induce 
them to adopt even this limited interpretation of what it 
was always unmistakably their bounden duty to do. The 
Prince of Kune is unfortunate in his allusion to the _—_ 
of nations governing their own countries, and it is 
nonsense for him to say that “at the entrance of the 
“« Woosung river there used to be forts, and now the river 
“has made itself a bank which maybe regardedas not only 
“like a bar in a gate, but as a defence placed there by 
“‘ Heaven, and to be taken in the sense of a protection.” 

We need say nothing about the engineering difficulties 
raised in the despatch under consideration, for it is suff- 
ciently notorious that the Chinese are not gifted with the 
ability necessary to cope successfully with such difficulties, 
and are in consequence naturally timid about them ; butif 
they would only avail themselves of the skill and science 
which foreigners would most readily and gladly place at 
their disposal, they would soon find that these difficulties 
are not by any means insurmountable, and further, they 
would be able afterwards to deal more effectually withGhe 
vagaries of the Yellow River and other streams which now 
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cause incalculable ruin and desolation im various 
the Empire. 

A word in conclusion upon one or two matters inci- 
dentally raised in the course of this despatch. The 
Southern Superintendent of Trade, at the close of his 
notable report, exhibits some ignorance of the mysteries 
of tonnage dues, for he says that he has thought the 
matter over and over, and finally believes that it cannot 
now be undertaken, because, apart from “ the flood tide 
“causing the bar to grow, it is not easy to provide the 
“means.” Had the Chinese, if the tonnage dues were 
not sufficient for the purpose—a most unlikely eventuality, 
—only employed upon works of practical utility like this

-... few of the many millions of taels which they have 


squandered on dockyards, arsenals, and matters relating 
thereto, there would have been no lack of money available 
for an occasion like the present, and they would have 
thereby been saved the disgrace and humiliation of making 
such an impotent and ridiculous figure before the world as 
they have done in their quarrel with the Japanese. In this 
matter of what avail have been (we quote the words of 
the Prince’s despatch) “preparations of an army, raising 
up marines, building up forts,” frigates, gunboats, Dahlgren 
gans of Neng manufacture, home-made Remington 
rifles, &c., &c. ? Of a surety they had far better have spent 
the.money thus wasted to no purpose on the “ dredging of 
channels” and in stopping and providing against the 
frightful calamities caused by inundations ; for if after all 
their vast expenditure on arsenals and warlike maiériel 
they camnot successfully oppose a descent on Formosa by 
a comparatively petty power like Japan, what will they 
do if they have a stronger enemy to deal with? They 
may rest assured that their Heaven-sent defence will not 
atand them in good stead, however much it may appear to 
the Chinese mind to be “like a bar in a gate.” 


RUSSIA AND CHINA. 

JUDGING from the tenor of a telegram from The Times 
correspondent at Berlin, which we published in our last 
issue, there would seem to be some chance of a collision 
between the Russians and the Chinese on the extreme 
north-western boundary of the latter Empire. We speak 
thus guardedly, for it is not by any means easy at first 
sight to grasp the true significance of the news we have 
received, and, in point of fact, its real import depends, to 
-some extent, on the actual condition of matters with re- 

to the Kulja district, which, we may mention, is now 
called Prulinsk on the best maps. It has been the fashion 
_to call this the Russian province of Kulja, and to speak 
of it as having been annexed by that Power in 1872; but 
the most recent intelligence from that remote part of the 
world, which has been brought by a traveller who has 
lately been there, states that the Russians themselves do 
not claim it as a province, but merely exercise a protec- 
torate over it in consequence of the internal dissensions 
existing there three or four years ago, and that the district 
-in question is still an integral portion of the Chinese Em- 
-pire. We are bound to say that such a curious state of 
things is somewhat difficult of comprehension, but many 
matters connected with Chinese statesmanship and policy 
are even more difficult of comprehension. The telegram 
says that the Russian Government has determined to 
_construct a military road from Semipalatinsk to the 
Chinese frontier, but this is very indefinite, for the 
toad may run due south or in a _ south-easterly 
direction, .in the former case, we suppose, passing 
-through Kulja, which is fully 450 miles from Semipala- 
tinsk. The Chinese troops are said to be “threatenin 
the new Russian province of Kulja,” and to be “ station 
on the Semipalatinsk frontier.” This, again, is indefinite, 
-and at the same time unintelligible, for if the Chinese were 
amply threatening Priilinsk, why should they be at the 
trouble of going to the north to the Semipalatinsk frontier 
when a comparatively easy road—the Tien Shan Pei-lu— 
leading direct to the town of Kulja, is open to them? We 
confess that we are at a loss to understand the matter 
taken from this point of view, for it seems to us to involve 
some serious improbabilities. A solution of the difficulty 
- suggests itself which would account for the appearance of 
Chinege troops in a position which may involve them in 
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trouble with Russia. It is well known that our new ally, 
YAKOOB Bg, the de facto Ameer of Kashgar, has 
pushing his forces eastward along the Tarim, and casting 
greedy eyes on portions of the outlying Chinese province 
of Ili, and that a Chinese corps of observation—if such a 
term can be given to the rabble which, in the opinion of 
the Celestials, constitutes an army—has been for some 
time past stationed at Hami watching events. Now, the 
Ameer’s line of march would lie along the Tarim Kul, to 
the south of Priilinsk or the Kulja district, in what is 
called the Tien Shan Nan-lu ; and it is suggested that the 
Chinese are probably executing a strategical move—if, 
indeed, they are capable of such a thing—and having taken 
the Tien Shan Pei-lu, have marched westward from Hami, 
intending to cross the Kulja valley, or else to work round 
the north of the district under Russian protection, and then 
to strike south, and cut off the Ameer’s retreat. This view 
presents an intelligible reason for the Chinese uppearing to 
threaten the Semipalatinsk frontier. 





WirTH considerable satisfaction we call attention to a 
telegram in another column, announcing that the differ- 
ences between the Chinese and Japanese in regard to the 
raid on Formosa, have been adjusted without recourse to 
hostilities. There are many who will regret this peaceable 
solution of the difficulty, for there are in China and Japan 
a number of foreign rowdies and would-be filibusters, who - 
regard such an opportunity lost as a great calamity. Mer- 
chants also rival each other in the supply of arms and am- 
munition, and the competition affords an opportunity for 
showing up the worst features of the trading class. 
Although a brush between the two countries would have 
caused a stir in some branches, there is no doubt but that 
our trade on the whole would have suffered considerably. 
By another telegram, in regard to the purchase of the 
Danish ironclad, we see that the contract is not likely to 
be carried through, and this is no doubt owing to the re- 
ceipt of the news noticed. 


A LETTER from Yokohama in the Cologne Gazette says 
that the Koreans seem determined to provoke the Japanese 
to make war upon them. The old antagonism between the 
two nations is embittered by the acceptance of European 
institutions by the Japanese, and Korea, which is strongly 
opposed to these novelties, has manifested its dissatisfaction 
by destroying some fishermen’s villages in the Japanese 
islands opposite the Korean coast. The Koreans have 
built extensive fortifications, and armed them with rifled 
cannon ; their army is tolerably well equipped, and it is 
being trained by Chinese instructors who have served 
under European officers — chiefly Frenchmen — in the 
Chinese army. 


Mr. NacayaMA, who has been for some time Japanese 
Consul at Venice and Milan, has been withdrawn. It is 
clear that the Japanese Government have decided on a 
considerable retrenchment in the way of Embassies and 
Consulates, which have been opened up rather at random 
and at t cost. As usual in such cases, they now pro- 
ceed to the other extreme. Considering the great interest 
that silk and its culture is to the Japanese, we think it a 
mistake to close the Consulate at Milan, H.E. Sano is 
still travelling on the Continent, but will probably return 
to Japan early in October with Baron Von Sresoxp. 


By the last mail from the Straits we observe that the 
telegram sent out in July in reference to the Treaty of 
Perak was misquoted. REUTER’s inform us it was tele- 
iy dee out on the authority of the China Telegraph. Up 
to the present it has not been ratified, but there is no doubt 
that it will be on the return of Lord CARNARVON. 


THE French Minister of Public Instruction has lately 
received from K1p0, who is the head of the Department 
of Public Education in Japan, a letter, thanking the French 
Government for the gift of a series of French works on 
History and Agriculture, and promis send in return 
a number of Japanese books of similar kind.

Mr. Henry 8. Munroe has just published, in connection with

.The Atheneum says :—A great literary curiosity is now for 
. gale at Peking. It consists of a copy of a gigantic work, com- 
_ posed. of 6,109 volumes, entitled “An Imperial Collection of 
“Ancient and Modern Literature.” This huge encyclopedia was 
commenced during the reign of the Emperor Kang-he (1662-, 
: 1722), and was printed at the Imperial Printing Offict, where a 
complete fount of copper type was cast for the pur Its 
contents are arranged under thirty-two divisions, and embrace 
every subject dealt. with within the range of Chinese literature. 
Unfortunately, the greater part of the type employed in print- 
ing the work was, after the publication of the first edition, pur- 
‘Jomed by dishonest officials, and the remaining portion was 
‘melted down to be coined into cash, The result is that very 
few copies are now in existence, and still fewer ever come into 
the market. Theprice asked for the present copy by the Chinese 
owner is, we believe, about £4,000. 
‘Sir Rutherford Alcock’s pen is becoming so very prolific that 
‘we can hardly keep pace with him ; at the same time it is plea- 
-sant to find that, though he has retired from active service, his 
thoughts are still earnestly and ever directed to that part of the 
Sword in which he bas spent so many years of his life. It is 
but the other day that we drew attention to Sir Rutherford’s 
“Tong letter in the Pall IJfall Gazette, and now we have before us 


‘w stall longer and still more important paper by him in Macmil- } 


tan’s Mugazine for September. Sir Rutherford commences by 
giving:an interesting and rapid survey of Central Asian mat- 
ters, In this he naturally finds occasion to speak of the manner 
in which the Chinese try to prévent our crossing their inland 
frontier, and knowing as we do the views which he takes on 
uestions relating to China—views, too, which are usually an- 
onistic to our own—we are somewhat surprised to fiud him 
‘eoncluding this portion of hhis essay with the following sen- 
tences :—“ Hostility begets hostility, and injurious action along 
4he. whole Ghinese inland borders cannot be compensated bya 
forced admission of a right of trade on the coast. The manifest 
contradiction between the two only tends to prove a total mis- 
apprehension on the part of China of the rights of nations in 
mutual intercourse.” Sir Rutherford next turns his attention to 
_China Proper and Japan, but more particularly the former, and 
he discysses at, great length “what is now passing there, and 
the tendency as well as the aim of the progress observable.” In 
“the’ course of his remarks he speaks in the highest terms of 
“commendation of the administrative ability and energy of Mr. 
‘Hart, the Inspector General of Customs, and he has a word to 
-say in defence of the course pursued by the Chinese in regard 
.to the dredging of the Woosung Bar. In this connection, when 
peaking of the inadequacy of the tonnage dues of 1872 to pay 
,for a work of such magnitude, he entirely omits to allude to 
the enormous accumulations of bygone years, in which light- 
houses were not, and buoys and beacons were few and far be- 
‘tween. We must not omit to mention that at the conclusion of 
- his paper Sir Rutherford incidentally furnishes Messrs. Bryant 
and May with a capital advertisement for their lucifer matches. 
Under the title of “ Up the Grand Canal of China” the current 
number of the Atlantic Monthly contains an article which is very 
»fetnarkable for the hopeless inaccuracy of its nomenclature. The 
blunders, indeed, are so continuous that the responsibility for 
them can hardly be shifted on to the shoulders of the printer ; 
. besides, the article bears date early in May of last year, so-that 
_& proof might have been corrected in any part of the world. 
. When we took up the magazine we not unnaturally expected to 
find an account of a journey from Soochow to Tientsin, but we 
“were' mistaken. The writer went from Shanghai to Soochow, 
-and thence to Tenyan (? Tan-yang) ; from that place lie walkdd 
-to: Chinkiang, as his boat had: got entangled in one of those 
: blocks which are not uncommon in the canal. Of the Grand 
Canal we hear no more! The writer went by steamer up to 
Hankow and back to Shanghai, making a trip to one of the Kiu- 
kiang tea districts, en route ; from Shanghai he found his way to 
Peking. Had we not been intimately and personally acquainted 
with nearly all the places named we should have been sorely 
. puzzled to recognise them in their strange garb. .Further, the 
chief Chinese official residing at Shanghai is repeatedly spoken 
of as the Tantai ! 
The Cornhill Magazine contains a delightfwly completé and 
interesting article on the Danish National Theatre. e Danes 
have had for more than a century a State-supported theatre in 
Copenhagen, and what is more important, they have been blessed 
‘-with men of sufficient dramatic genius to give them an original 
_atrd individual drama. In this last respect Denmark standsalone 
‘ among the small nations of Europe. The writer in the Gornhvll 
shas.been led to take a survey of the Danish drama at this par- 
ticular time by an evant of some importance in its -history—rthe 
demolition, to make way for a more spacious building, of the old 
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theatre upon whose stage have been produced all the plays of the 
famous national dramatists. And the Danish stage differs ve

THE JAPANESE IN FORMOSA. .... - 
i (SATURDAY REVIEW,) opie ti 

A threatened quarrel between China and Japan is a symptom of the 
vast processes of change which have supplied to the present gencration 
an unprecedented variety of politicnl! experience. ‘ Both States had 
long been regarded as atrange and. almoat unintelligible instances of an 
ancient. and stagnant civilisation. The trada of Ching was valuable 
both to the East India Company while it enjoyed a monopoly, and ‘to 
the merchants who eventually succeeded in removing the former re- 
strictions. In Japan, according to popular legend, the Dutch were 
allowed a limited intercourse on condition of tramplimg on the Cross ; 
and it was more certain that all other foreigners were absolutely 
excluded from the kingdom. The extraondinary . apbitude. of- the 
Japanese for the adoption of novel practices and yaode gf thought 
could by no possibility have been anticipated, even i£ the remarkable 
‘literature of Which only a few specimens have been since translated 
had been known to foreigners. The Ohinese algo have been profoundly 
influenced by the results of two. unsuocegsful wars. If, the Chinese, 
who are naturally indifferent to danger, once succeed in organiail 
their forces after the European fashion, their enormous numbers will 
render them extremely formidable. It was always difficult to béliave 
except in a vague and careless manner, that three -or four hundred 
millions af people acknowledged the authority of. a single. Govern- 
ment. Except by a great superiority of arms apg digciplipe, no

a match for China. T 
came within reach of Western influences ‘much later than their 
neighbours; but they have since made far more rapid progress. 
The Chinese and Japanese are perhaps equal..in military qualities, but 
the resources of China are inexhaustible. If it is not thought prudent 
to engage in a naval contest, the Chinese will find little difficulty in 
landing troops in Formosa, who will be supported by the native popu- 
jJation.

songs ; for the East is becoming less Eastern every day ; the mysteries 
of interior Japan have been dissipated ; no longer are mariners awed by 
miles of white calico Latteries daubed with black representations of 
port-holes, as in the epoch when Thunberg travelled ; war steamers 
are among the arsenals of those immemorial nations, and their orders 
are transmitted to Europe for Krupp’s gunsof the largest calibre. The 
Chinese, pitted against any Asiatic population—the military castes of 
_ India excepted—are formidable enough in the field, and their fortifica- 
~ tions and castramentation are not, regarded in such a light, contempt- 
.jble ; but they are leas maritime in their experience than the Japanese, 
and both nations suffer from the long and deliberate discouragement 
by their several Governments of naval architecture. The actual dis- 
however, is a striking sign of the times. It is not pretended 
that China wants additional territory. Populous though the empire 
be, there exist immense tracts capable of maintaining their millions 
almost without number. Nor is the vast dominion of the Vermilion 
Pencil poor in the matter of frontiers, since it enjoys, perhaps, the 
widest in the world ; but it wante outlets, and the Japanese have hit 
upon the same secret. With them the object is less to possess Formosa 
than to exclude the Chinese from the island. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The Times writes :—Copies, suid to 
be authentic, of correspondence which has passed between the Japanese 
and Chinese on the subject of the Formosan occupation have lately 
found their way into the native newspaper here, and translations have 
appeared in the local foreign press. The most important of these is a 
letter purporting to have been addreased by the Chinese Tsungliya- 
men to the Minister for Foreign Affairs in Japan. It admits that the 
question of a mission to Formosa by the Japanese did come up for 
discussion when Soyeshima, the Japanese Minister, was in Peking, but 
asserts that all that passed was only in the nature of a conversation, 
‘and that the proposition, as put before the Chinese, was simply to send 
& peaceful mission to the aborigines in order to induce them to treat 
chance visitors from Japan tv Loochoo with humanity, the Japanese 

Minister having particularly observed, on “shaking hands” to take 
‘eave, that there should be no intrusion on cither part upon the other’s 
territory. The Hong Kong papers have given publicity to another 
igteresting document, which, if authentic, somewhat contradicts the 
Tsungliyamen’s letter just noticed, as to the nature of the under- 
standing come to with the Japanese Minister at Peking. It professes 
to give the text of the instructions sent by the Privy Council of Peking 
to Shen, the Commissioner, associating with him the Viceroy and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of Fukhien, the Viceroy of Kiangsu, and Li-Hung- 
chang, the Viceroy of Chili. Referring to the visit of the Japanese 
Minister, it declares that nothing transpired with regard to the Formo- 
san aborigines during the negotiations at Peking, and ascribes the ex- 
pedition to an afterthought, induced solely by an evil lust for Chinese 
territory, on the part of the Japanese. The high functionaries ad- 
dressed are therefore directed to adopt all necessary measures of pre- 
caution and defence, but to be careful in no way to provoke hostilities. 
They are, at the samo time, instructed to maintain order throughout 
the’island, and so to administer its affairs as to conciliate and reclaim 
the savages, in order that they may be utilised, as far ns possible, in the 
protess of protecting the country from foreign invasion. 

The Hour says it is hard to ascertain what are the respective warlike 
capabilities of the two empires. It may be urged on the one hand that 

.the resources of China are practically illimitable, and that when once 
the Chinese forces can be thrown on Formosa, or upon the Japanese 
group itself, they will crush the armies of Japan without mercy. But 
this theory must be qualified by the consideration that Japan, although 
inferior on Jand, is rapidly becoming a naval power of the highest class, 
Even if thé Japanese cannot successfully invade China, their ironclads 
and gunboats can prevent the landing of the Chinese forces on the shores 
Af Formoas, and can sweep Chinese commerce from the seas. Opinions 
er as to the relative military qualities of the Chinese and the soldiers 

of Japan. We ourselves are disposed to form a high estimate of the 
Japanese character, and to believe that, in the teeth of mandarin tradi- 
tions, they are a hardier, a more interesting, and a more promising race 
om the millions who-crowd the exhausted Empire of China, But 
ostilecrjtics contrast the courage and discipline of the “ Ever-Victorious 
Army” ‘under “Chinese Gordon” with the timid and disorderly oonduct 

.of the Japanese troops who were ordered to suppress the Saga ineurrec- 

ion. If we balance military experience by naval superiority we are led 
to beliéve that the rival Powers are fairly pitted against each other.

To punish these barbarians, and if possible secure protection to 
the shipwrecked mariners of all nations, the Japanese Government 
has undertaken an armed expedition to the island.

Before entering into the more minute particulars of the transacti¢ns 
of the past fortnight, a few remarks as to prospects may not prove un- 
aceeptable, especially asthe comparison of the figures of this season 
with those of the last might induce your readers to conclude tht 
heavy supplies of teas may be looked for, und that the London market 
will again become overstocked with tea. The rather rapid and simul- 
taneous shipments, both from the Yangtsze ports and from Fodchow, 
would appear to justify this view of the question, inasmuch as the éx- 
ports from China to date show an increase of abotrt’ 15,000,000 Ibs. ; 
but it must be borne in mind that the home stock is estimated to 
stand at 52,000,000 lbs. on June 30,'as against 71,500,000 Ibs, last 
year, so that speaking of total shipments from all China, and as- 
suming that henceforth the tea will go forward on the same scald 4s 
in 1878, we are actually 4,000,000 lbs. to the good. But, taking 
the Yangtaze ports alone, the gloomy forebodings whith seem ‘to 
be ‘entertained by some are again found untenable. It is not the 
shipments that should form the basis of a calculation of this kind, but 
the actual supplies ; for, although hasty consignments, arriving on the 
markets of consumption all at once, may cause momentary depression, 
the produce would quickly recover its lost ground in the opinion of 
purchasers the moment it was discovered thet after.all there wis a 
deficiency in the crop.. And what is the condition of our supplies ? 
Simply this—we are 18,000 chests behind 1878 for the first.crop, the 
severe winter having seriously affected the shrubs; and it is ex 
that the second crop will follow suit.

As anticipated in our last, the telegram reporting ship- 
ments to the middle of August to be 71,250,000 lbs. proved to be 
incorrect. On the 18th August they were 87,250,000 lbs. They have 
not been made up to the ae i of August, but on the 25th they had 
reached 92,000,000 Ibs.; of this 46,268,000 lbs. have arrived, 
41,682,000 lbs. remain afloat, and 4,100,000 lbs, have been lost. The 
steamer Gordon Castle, which was wrecked near Lisbon, has been raised, 
and a thousand chests of her teas have been sold there at 2d. per lb. It 
is proposed to send the remainder of her cargo, twenty thousand chests, 
to this market. They have been under water for a fortnight or three 
weeks, and the samples which we have seen are in a state of fermenta- 
tion, and quite unfit for human consumption. We hope the autho- 
rities will prevent their being offered for sale here.

Messrs. Arles, Dufour and Co.’s Circular, dated Lyons, September

Tae steamer Orion, Capt. Smerdon, which has lately arrived with a 
cargo of 3,800 tons of teas from Foochow, has made the fastest 
as yet from that port, having made the run in forty-three days from 
Pagoda Anchorage to Gravesend, including stoppages at Singapore, &,, 
but not including three days’ detention at Suez in consequence of not 
being provided with a bill of health from Foochow. This will serve ag 
acaution to other commanders. The Orion, which is a fine steamer, 
with first-rate accommodation, belongs to Messrs. Rathbone Brothers, 
Liverpool. It is expected that she will be in China next year in time 
to take part in the trial for first steamer from Hankow. She now loads 
out to Calcutta.
